i IAMI, Fla., March 2.—The fol- 
lowing bulletin on the condition of 
Mayor Anton Cermak was issued 


by his physicians at 3:08 p. m. to- ö 


day: 

“Mayor Cermak had a blood 
transfusion and fell asleep during 
its administration No opiates were 
previously given. For an hour fol- 
lowing the transfusion he con- 
tinued to sleep. There was great 
improvement shown in the quality 
of his pulse and facial color. Hic- 
coughs not present. Pulse 114, 
respiration 28.” 

A bulletin at 10:30 a. m. said: 

“Mayor Cermak is resting more 
He has been sleeping since 
early morning except at intervals 
when taking nourishment. His 
coughs and abdominal stress seem 
to have subsided. Pulse 120, respi- 
ration 30, temperature not taken.” 

Dr. Frank Jirka, Mayor Cer- 
mak's son-in-law, who read the 
bulletin, described the abdominal 
stress as peritoneal irritation, but 
declared it was not peritonitis. 

Doctors attending’ Mayor Cer- 


quietly. 


today: “Mayor Ceimak awoke at 4 
p.m. He was given some lime wa- 
ter and broth. Pulse 120, respira- 
tion 24. Temperature not taken.” 
The peritoneal irritation was 
caused by absorption of disin- 
tegrated blood from Mayor Cer- 
mak’s chest and liver. The bul- 
let that Giuseppe Zangara fired 


attempted assassination of Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt pierced the 
interior surface of the liver, also 
the lower lobe of the right lung. 

The blood transfusion, the sec- 
ond given, was made early this af- 
ternoon. A pint of blood, given by 
Virgil Wright, utilities company 
employe, was pumped into Cer- 
mak's veins. 


e veins of Dr. R. Sam Moseley, 
of the Jackson Memorial Hospital 
staff, was pumped into Cermak’s 
veins. 

Dr. Frederick Tice, Chicago heart 
specialist, said the transfusion, 
which was given as Cermak slept, 
was decided on “just as a matter 
of giving him that much more 
strength.” 

An additional glucose injection 
was ordered for later today. 

Dr. Jirka, at 7:40 a. m. 
the following bulletin: 

“Mayor Cermak. spent a very 
comfortable night in the oxygen 
room. His respiratory excursions 
improved. He has had consider- 
able hiccougnhs. Pulse 116, respira- 
tion 30, temperature not taken.” 

Dr. Jirka said the hiccoughs were 
due to peritoneal irritation but 
were not considered serious. Dur- 
ing the night the Mayor’s respira- 
tion rate dropped to 28, the low- 
est it has been in several days. 

The Mayor is in a specially con- 
structed oxygen room which was 
brought here by airplane yesterday. 

An X-ray examination of Maycr 
Cermak’s chest last night showed 
the pneumonia congestion virtually 
was cleared from the right lung. 

The bullet remains lodged in Cer- 
mak's eleventh rib almost at its 
juncture with the spine. Removal 
would endanger Mayor Cermak's 
ife, the doctors decided. Body tis- 
sues have encased it. It will always 
remain in its present location. 

Margaret Kruis of Newark, N. J., 
one of five persons shot in the at- 
tempted assassination of President- 
elect Roosevelt, was discharged 
from Jackson Memorial Hospital 
today. She was wounded in the 
back of her head. Russell Cald- 
Well and William J. Sinnot, two 
others who were wounded, left the 
hospital previously.

do not know. I spent hours listen- 
ing for the slightest sound which 
might indicate where I was being 
held, but without results. 

“I spent more hours wonderinz 
how the ransom negotiations were 
proceeding. 


The Return Trip. 


“My captors told me little. I 
judge it was about midnight Tues- 
day that the men put me in the 
car again and began to drive. 

“We drove ail that night and all 
wind Wednesday up to about 7 p. 


On the return trip we stopped 
for gasoline three times, the same 
as we had on the original trip, and 
I was forced to lie in the bottom 
of the car each time. 

“Some place along the way we 
stopped and I got the impression 
that another man joined us. That's 
what makes me think there were 
three. 


“Finally the men said they were 
going to let me out. They said that 
after I had been let out I should 
count to 150. Then go around the 
corner and you will find a drug 
store,’ they said. ‘Be sure to tele- 
phone your folks as they are wor- 
ried about you.’ 

“They untied my wrists, put me 
out and drove away. I counted—i 
don’t know how far, took the band- 
age off my eyes and went to the 
drug store. I telephoned my father 
and he sent a friend to get me.

With his son safe, the _ elder 
Boettcher talked guardedly of the 
case.

After questioning, young Boettch- 
er was taken home where his wife, 
Mrs. Anna Low Boettcher, an ex- 
pectant mother, was waiting for 
him.

ceed McPheeters as Mem- 
ber and Brownlee as 
Chairman of Commission

JEFFERSON CITY, March 2.— 
An early reorganization of the 
State Highway Commission, with 
Scott Wilson of St. Louis, vice- 
president of the Rice, Stix Dry 
Goods Co., ds chairman, is ex- 
pected by Democrats in close touch 
with the administration. 


Wilson’s appointment is said to 
have been definitely decided on by 
Gov. Park. He will succeed Sam 
B. McPheeters, a Democrat ap- 
pointed by Gov. Caulfield. One oth- 
er appointment. a Republican, to 
succeed Charles Ferguson of Wil- 
low Springs, will be made by Gov. 
Park. 

According to reports here, R. 8. 
Brownlee of Brookfield will retire 
from the chairmanship, though not 
from the commission. Although the 
Governor has caused to be intro- 
duced in the Legislature a bill to 
permit him to remove members of 
the commission at his pleasure, 
there is no expectation that either 
Brownlee or William F. Phares, 
Republican, will be asked to retire, 
but it is expected that many 
changes will be made in the de- 
partment personnel. Chief Engi- 
neer Cutler and Assistant Chief En- 
gineer Brown, it is said, will be 
permitted to retain their posts, 
but it is reported there will be 
many changes in bureau chiefs 
and division engineers. 


Qne of the principal changes con- 
templated is in the legal depart- 
ment, in which there are seven law- 
yers, headed by John W. Mather as 
chief counsel. It is the under- 
standing that Mather is to be suc- 
ceeded by Louis V. Stigall, former 
Mayor of St. Joseph, but it is said 
Mather may retain a place in the 
department if he desires. 

The number of attorneys prob- 
ably will be reduced from seven to 
five and salaries increased. The 
seven now are paid an aggregate of 
$30,000 a year. 

There has been no intimation so 
far as to the Governor’s selection 
of a Republican Commissioner to 
succeed Ferguson, though it is vir- 
tually certain Ferguson is to be 
retired. He and McPheeters were 
appointed -by Gov. Caulfield in va- 
cation of the Senate, but their nom- 
inations were withdrawn with those 
of all other Caulfield vacation ap- 
pointments.

Measures for Compulsory 
20 Per Cent Reduction in 


Property Taxes.

JEFFERSON CITY, March a 
A compulsory reduction of 20 per 
cent in general revenue tax which 
may be levied by Missouri counties 
and municipalities for a six-year 
period, is proposed through two 
bills perfected by the House late 
yesterday, after defeat of an amend- 
ment designed to exempt St. Louis 
from the tax cuts. . 

The two bills, by Representative 
McCawley of Jasper County, would 
limit counties and municipalities to 
genera] revenue levies of not more 
than 80 per cent of the maximum 
rates now authorized by the consti- 
tution, in any year during a period 
expiring on Jan. 1, 1989. 

The bills were perfected without 
a record vote, and go on the House 
calendar for passage. 3 

St. Louis Board Against Bills. 

Representative Fitzgibbon, St. 
Louis, offered the amendment ex- 
cluding St. Louis from provisions of 
the bill. It was defeated decisively. 
Fitzgibbon said he offered the 
amendment at the request of 
Charles J. Dolan, St. Louis attor- 
ney, who appeared before a House 
committee recently as a representa- 
tive of the St. Louis Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment to. oppose 
the bills. 

Dolan said the two bills, if passed 
and ,approved by the Governor, 
would reduce the general revenue 
of St. Louis between $2,750,000 and 
$3,000,000 a year, and would cripple 
the city financially. 

House members recently received 
telegrams from the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce, urging defeat of 
the bills on the ground the reduced 
levy, coupled with reduced assessed 
valuations and increasing tax de- 
linquencies, would not provide suf- 
ficient revenue to carry on neces- 
sary municipal activities 

Says People Demand It. 

McCawley told the House mem- 
bers the two bills were “the only 
real tax reduction measures before 
the Legislature,” and would force 
reductions in expenditures by every 
county and municipality in the 
State. 

The people of the State are de- 
manding economies,” MeCawley 
said. 

“The State government will have 
to get along with less money in 
the ‘next two years and expendi- 
tures by local government should 
be reduced. There is not a county 


or municipality in the State that 


can not reduce expenditures. Of 
course, county and city officials will 
Oppose this proposal. They will not 
cut expenses unless they are forced 
to do so.” | 

The bills would curtail only coun- 
ty and municipal levies for general 
revenue purposes. They do not af- 
fect school taxes, nor county and 
municipal levies for special pur- 
poses. The St. Louis tax levy that 
would be affected is the maximum 
general revenue rate of $1.35 on the 
$100 assessed valuation.

Receivership Attorney for Printing 
Supply Firm Files His ä 
Report. 

Charles H. Spoehrer, an attor- 
ney, filed his report yesterday as 
receiver for the Ortleb Corporation. 
The_report shows that the receiver 
had on hand $8014, realized from 
the sale of the firm’s assets. 

The money has been disbursed 
for payment of general creditors’ 
claims and other obligations, the 
creditors receiving 60 per cent of 
the amount due them. Legal fees 
totaled $1375, of which the receiver’s 
allowance was $625 and his attor- 
neys, Karl P. Spencer and George 
Eigel, $375 each. 

The Ortleb Corporation, a print- 
ing supplies concern, was placed in 
receivership last year on petition 
of stockholders, to which action the 
firm consented. Spoehrer was 
cited by 
Circuit Judge Calhoun to show 
cause on March 9 why they had 
not filed reports. 

In a letter to the Post-Dispatch, 
— said his report was ready 
Dec. 19, and this is shown by a No- 
tary attestation attached to the 
report, but he could not file it un- 
til he had prepared and filed Fed- 
eral and State income tax returns.

as special counsel. Their fees 
would be paid from funds of the 
department or bank represented, 
in amounts to be fixed by the At- 
torney-General and the Governor. 
Special Oath Struck Out. 

In its original form the bill pro- 
vided any such special] attorneys 
appointed to handle State bust 
ness should be designated as spe- 
cial aassistant Attorneys-General,” 
and be required to take an oath of 
office. House lawyers ‘objected 
that this would preclude appoint- 
ment of lawyer members of the 
Legislature to, bank liquidation 
posts, jor as special counsel for. de- 
partments; due to the constitu- 
tional provision.

Before passage of the bill the

of office, It substituted a provision 
describing the attorneys as “such 
other attorneys,” and eliminated 
—— requirement of an oath of of- 
ce, 

“Detour Around Constitution.” 

O’Bryan and other House lawyers 
supporting the amendment admit- 
ted the changes, in their opinion, 
permitted a detour around the con- 
stitutional provision without violat- 
ing it, at least technically, and 


would permit the appointment of 


lawyer members of the Legislature 
to the jobs contemplated by the bill. 

Section 12 of article four of the 
Constitution provides that no Sena- 
tor or Representative shall be ap- 
pointed to any State or municipal 
office, dyring the term for which he 
was clected. 

If the binn is finally passed, it 
would abolish the legal divisions. of 
several state departments, includ- 
ing the State Highway Department, 
and would open the ‘way for the 
employment of a large number of 
attorneys. The principal “gal pa- 
tronage now open to attorneys fa- 
vored by the adminigtration is ap- 
peintment as counsel for liquidators 
of defunct banks. So far in the 
present administration all such ap- 

intments are being made by Gov. 

, and so far no limit has been 
placed on the fees to be received 
by such counsel. Under the pend- 
ing bill lawyer members of the 
Legislature would be eligible to 
such appointments.

The world economic crisis con- 
tinued throughout 1932 with one 
important difference, that its spear- 
head was directed more against the 
gold than the non-gold countries, 
while their sufferings showed that 
monetary armor, however fine the 
metal, affords no protection against 
the crisis. That in itself is a hope- 
ful sign, for, as the economic pres- 
sure becomes more severe in the 
gold countries, their leaders will 
be driven to co-operate with the 
non-gold countries in the task of 
solving the grave ecomonic prob- 
lems they had imagined were con- 
fined to the non-gold nations, but 
now realize are common to all.. 


Says Gold Standard Countries 
Suffer. 

The gold countries were the last 
to feel the coming of the depfes- 
sion, and the reason that they are 
now feeling it more severely than 
the others is that.a purchase from 
them involves payment in gold or 
in terms of gold. That is to say, 
if one wishes to purchase an article 
from a gold standard country, in 
the last resort one has to obtain 
gold to pay for it. Since gold is 
the dearest commodity to buy in a 
world in which everything else is 
cheap, it is obvious that every one 
endeavors to buy in a country 


which is not on the gold standard. 


Thus the export trade of the world 
standard countries is quickly di- 
minishing and unemployment rap- 
idly increasing. 

It is true that the export trade 


of the paper currency countries is 


not increasing, but it is falling much 
less rapidly; in some cases exports 
are being relatively well main- 
tained. Great Britain, the chief 
non- gold country, has been able to 
alleviate the worst pains of the 
crisis through having kept in re- 
serve untouched two devices of 
amelioration and relief which other 
countries had already used—name- 
ly, devaluation of currency in terms 
of gold, and a protective tariff. 


Shelter in Financial Blizzard. 

Great Britain alone among the 
European participants in the Great 
War had refrained from devaluing 
her currency immediately after, 
and consequently was the only coun- 
try that had that refuge to shelter 
in when the blizzard reached its 
acutest form -in 1931. Whether or 
not she would have been wiser to 
have used those devices sooner is a 
difficult question to answer, but 
there is no doubt that when she 
did decide to use them they brought 
relief at a moment when it had be- 
come urgent and imperative. The 
protective tariff brought succor to 
famished trades and industries 
when they were almost on tiie point 
of collapse. It reduced imports, as 
also did the depreciation in ster- 
ling; but the latter at the same 
time stimulated exports. In combi- 
nation these two factors were so 
large as to bring unquestionable 
benefit to the country, though its 
full extent could not be felt in the 
year under review. The adverse 
visible balance of trade was re- 
duced by £121,895,000 to £287,081,000. 
This improvement was due entirely 
to a reduction in imports, which fel] 
by £159,042,000, for exports, though 
showing a tendency to recover dur- 
ing the year, were again lower; the 
fall, however, was less than in 1931. 

Falling Imports. 

Manufactured goods were mainly 
responsible for the falling off in im- 
ports, while those items of exports 
that had suffered most during the 
gold regime were among the first 
to benefit from the cheapening of 
the pound. In 1931 Great Britain 
was Officially estimated to have for 
the first time since the war an un- 
favorable balance of payments 
amounting to £110,000,000; there 
was an excess of imports amount- 
ing to £411,000,000, £301,000,000 of 
which was paid for by invisible in- 
come in the shape of interest on 
investments, and shipping, banking 
and insurance earnings. The excess 
of imports for 1932 was reduced as 
already stated to £287,081,000, but 
it is to be feared that part of this 
improvement was lost in a further 
decline in invisible income, for de- 
faults on investments have been 
more numerous and shipping and 
banking earnings have been lower 
because of the further contraction 
of international commerce. This in 
turn was due to the breakdown of 
the international financial machin- 
ery by which this trade is financed. 
When the Board of Trade figures 
are published showing the estimat- 
ed balance of the country’s pay- 
ments on foreign account it ‘will 
probably again be found that the 
country has not been able to save 
and add to its foreign investments.

policy of the National Government 
by no means exhausts the story -of 
recovery that has taken place in 
Great Britain in the past year. 
Nearly all the reports from the 
principal centers of industry pub- 
lished in this review tell a better 
tale than before. For the first 
time since 1920 the cotton industry 
has begun to recover, the woolen 
and worsted trade has been more 
active than for a long time, produc- 
tion of artificial silk has been larg- 
er than ever before, and the linen 
trade looks into a brighter future 
than it has done for some time. 
Factory building is twice as active 
as a year.ago, thanks to the tariff, 
which is causing many new enter- 
prises to be started here and others 
to be extended. 

In the closing months of the year 
the iron, coal, and steel industries, 
though by no means prosperous, 
were hopeful that the bottom of 
the depression had ‘een touched. 
It is true that railway traffic shows 
a further decline, but as a trade in- 
dex this has no longer its former 
significance. Today a transport in- 
dex would have to include road 
with railway traffic; there can be 
little doubt that in the aggregate 
there is more traffic than before 
the war, though less than a year or 
two ago. 

Debt Conversion. 

In domestic finance the past year 
was historic. A vast Government 
debt conversion was carried 
through which, though it represent- 
ed a smaller proportion of the na- 
tional debt than Goschen’s scheme, 
was nevertheless greater in magni- 
tude than any similar transaction 
in this or any other country. It 
was a well-devised plan, admirably 
executed and supported by the in- 
vesting classes. 


Out of a total of £2,085,000,000 f 
5 per cent war loan, no less than 
£1,920,000,000 was voluntarily con- 
verted into 3% per cent stock. At 
the same time the terms of redemp- 
tion were altered. It ceased to be a 
stock with a fixed date of maturity 
(June 1, 1947) and became a se- 
curity of the “irredeemable” class, 
it being repayable only at the dis- 
cretion of the Government in and 
after 1952. Two factors were re- 
sponsible for the success of this op- 
eration, cheap money and good 
Government credit. Bad trade and 
cheap money always go together. 
Money in 1932 was cheaper than it 
had been for nearly 40 years. Hav- 
ing given to the budget the first 
honest balance it had known for 
years the Government was able to 
take full advantage of the cheap- 
ness of money and to launch its 
series of conversion operations. 

British Credit on 314 Pct. Basis. 

British credit now stands on a 
3% per cent basis, but the margin 
between short and long term loans 
is wider than usual, and it seems 
not improbable that British credit 
will improve further unless some 
unfoieseen development occurs 2 
prevent it. Every debtor in the 
world, Government, municipal and 
industrial, benefited from the Brit- 
ish Government’s conversion policy. 
The launching of the war loan 
scheme immediately caused an up- 
ward readjustment of all invest- 
ment values. In this way capital 
values, destroyed in the crisis of 
1931, were in nearly every. case 
more than made good. That in it- 
self has helped to restore confi- 
dence. 

In the international sphere the 
story of 1932 is less satisfactory 
than in the domestic. Indeed the 
position abroad in some respects 
became definitely worse. Australia 
was one and Germany another of 
the few outstanding exceptions. In 
the case of Australia the improve- 
ment was due partly to the dismiss- 
al of Mr. Lang from the Premier- 
ship of New South Wales and the 
firm resolve of the country to ad- 
here to the Premiers’ Agreement 
of June, 1931: Australia’s budgets, 
though still unbalanced, are les; 
so than they were. Her recovery

Chintellor and 2 
Announce This Determi- 
nation No Matter How 
Sunday’s Vote Goes.

BERLIN, March 2.—No matter 
how German voters may cast their 
ballots in the election Sunday, the 
group now in control of the Gov- 
ernment is determined to remain 
at the helm, While Hitler, Hu- 
genberg, Von Papen and _ Seldte 
are hopeful they may obtain a 
Reichstag majority, failure to o 
so will not mean their retirement. 

They have made this plain in 
their speeches meanwhile 60,000 of 


Hitler’s brown-shirted storm troops 
and Franz Seldte’s Steel Helmet 
war veterans have been made aux- 
iliaries to the Prussian police force 
ahd steps have been taken to assure 
support of the army. 

Chancellor Hitler made this 
statement: “In order to satisfy 
God and our conscience, we have 
once more turned to the German 
people. They themselves are to 
decide. If they should desert us in 
this hour, then may. heaven for- 
give us. We shall continue on the 
path that is necessary in order 
that Germany may not go under.” 

Dr. Alfred Hugenberg, Minister 
of Economics and Agriculture, 
spoke along the same lines: “All 
depends upon the present forces 
of deliverance remaining in con- 
trol. They are determined to stay, 
come what may.” 

Says Parliament Is “Finished.” 

Walter Funk, the new chief of 
the Government press Department, 
and a co-worker of Hitler, said to 
British newspaper men: “Gentle- 
men, I want you to grasp the bru- 
tal fact that the accession of Hit- 
ler to power did not mark a mere 
change of Government, but a 
change of regime in Germany.” 
There could be only two Ger- 
manys, he said, a Nationalist or a 
Communist Germany. Parliamen- 
tary Government, he said, was 
“finished.” 

Dr. Ernst Oberfohren, floor lead- 
er of the German Nationalist party 
in the last Reichstag, told a Co- 
logne audience that “no matter 
what result the elections may 
bring, this Government will re- 
main in charge.” 

Hitler, in a speech last night, 
said that he would do more for the 
workers of Germany than they 
could expect from Communism, He 
said he planned “to mortise the 
pillar of labor in the structure of 
state” so labor would not be a sep- 
arate entity. In one of the few 
specific elaborations he has made 
on his four-year plan for workers, 
the Chancellor said his compulsory 
labor program would wipe out 
“class antagonisms” with “ennob- 
ling manual labor” for all. 

Charges Red Plot. 

Hermann Goering, Minister with- 
out portfolio, the Chancellor’s right 
hand man in the Cabinet, in a 
speech, sought to silence rumors 
that more severe repressive meas- 
ures were planned this week-end 
against Communists and Socialists. 
He said their lives were not en- 
dangered if they kept strictly with- 
in the Jaw. 

He declared the incendiary fire at 
the Reichstag Building Monday was 
meant to inaugurate a series of vio- 
lent acts culminating in a Commun- 
ist revolution. For this reason, he 
asserted, the Government was justi- 
fied in promulgating its drastic de- 
crees of the last two days, which 
have greatly increased penalties for 
treason and* have placed Germany 
under virtual martial law. The 
Communists, Goering said, have 
spread hand bills calling for the for- 
mation of groups for so-called self- 
protection, but really intended to 
provoke civil war. Communist ma- 
terial seized, he continued, disclosed 
forged orders to National Socialist 
storm troops to be in readiness af- 
ter the election next Sunday night 
to seize Berlin by force. Goering 
interpreted this as an obviously in- 
tended threat to terrorize the popu- 
lation. 

As Commissioner for the Prussian 
Interior Ministry, Goering has or- 
dered police in that state to make 
“ruthless” action to suppress dem- 
onstrations of opposition forces. 

More Communists Arrested. 

Two Jewish clerks were held by 
police after a raid on quarters of 
the Jewish Citizens’ Central Union 
where documents were seized. More 
than 500 Communists have been ar- 
rested throughout the country since 
the burning of the Reichstag Build- 
ing and the arrests continue. 

Vice Chancellor Franz Von Papen 
made an appeal for Catholic sup- 
port of the Hitler Government in 
Bavaria, home state of both him- 
self and Hitler. von Papen, who 
was formerly a leader of the . 4 
olle Centrists now opposing the 
present Government, declared he 
could not “imagine the reconstruc- 
tion of a new Reich” without in- 
clusion of Catholic conservatives.

Paintings to Mark St. Louis 
Spots Famous in History 


Pictures Will Depict Old-Time Scenes—First 
to Show Grant Selling Wood at 
12th and Locust. 


Historic spots in St. Louis are to 
be marked with paintings of old- 
time scenes in a movement ex- 
plained at yesterday’s luncheon of 
the Scottish Rite Club at the 
American Annex by McCune Gill, 
vice-president of the Title Insur- 
ance Corporation and authority on 
local history. The paintings will 
be enclosed in bronze frames, cov- 
ered with plate glass, and will be 
fastened to a building wall at the 
designated spots. 

The marking is to be done by the 
Young Men’s Division, Chamber of 
Commerce, led by Earl Batz and 
Walter Eggers. The movement grew 
out of a suggestion made by Gill 
last December, in an address in 
which he figuratively took the Ki- 
wanis Club on a charrette drive of 
the St. Louis of 1832, from the 
Place d’Armes on the riverfront 
out to the Rue de Roi, or King's 
Highway, and back over the St. 
Charles road, the beginning of the 
Santa Fe and Oregon trails. 

“The first of these markers is 
soon to be erected ‘at Twelfth and 
Locust,” said Gill. “It is about 18 
by 24 inches and will picture ex- 
actly what the view was years ago. 
Here stood Lucas market, and for 
that reason we now have the wide 
Twelfth boulevard plaza. 

First to Show Gen. Grant. 

“In the foreground will appear 
Gen. Grant, selling cordwood, as he 
actually did on that spot. The view 
to the south will show the old Four 
Courts at Twelfth and Clark. and 
the Pieper tobacco warehouse 
where the Federal building is to be 
erected. 

“An Olive street horse car may 
be seen crossing Twelfth street. 
And so careful have these young 
men been that they’ve actually 
counted the windows of the old 
street cars and copied the exact 
shade of color. 

“Below the picture will appear 
descriptive lettering and, appropri- 
ately, the emblem of the organiza- 
tion. When these markers have 
been placed, we plan to reproduce 
them in half-tone, with descripti 
and historical matter, in a pamph- 
let that visitors may take 2742 
with them.

“In the Capitol at Jefferson City 
is a fine picture of the principal 
event which occurred in front of 
this fort—the attack of 1780.

Company Seeking to Build Filling 
Station at Kingsbury and Skinker 
Road Asks for Injunction. 

Suit to enjoin the city from in- 
terfering with the construction of 
a gasoline station on the northeast 
corner of Skinker boulevard and 
Kingsbury avenue was filed in Fed- 
eral Court yesterday by the Geneva 
Investment Co. 

Th suit attacks the constitution- 
ality of a 1930 amendment to the 
zoning law of 1926. Charging that 
the amendment, restricting the use 
of the lot to residential purposes, 
Caused it to suffer damage of $40,- 
000, the company alleges that it 
has been deprived of property with- 
out due process of law.
